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Gifts

Salem street, or Edward I. Brickson 
or Mervin Stevens of the public 
schools, in order that gifts may be 
sent to those servicemen as soon 
as possible. 

In order to expedite the mailing 
Tuesday night, Postmaster John 
McDonald and six postal employees 
set up a miniature postoffice in the 
cafeteria, insuring and cancelling 
the packages on the spot, and put- 
ting them into mail sacks accord- 
ing to postal zones. Since the 
weight and value of each package 
were the same, the mail clerks 
were able to estimate postage and 
insurance without delay. When the 
job was completed, 82 full mail- 
bags were loaded onto a B.P.W. 
truck and sent to the postoffice. 


Each box contained a large tube 
of brushless shaving cream, an- 
other of toothpaste, five packages 
of cigarettes (one each of five 
different brands), a can of antisep- 
tic surgical powder, % of a pound 
of hard candy, a deck of playing 
cards, a pocket comb in a case, ins- 
cribed “Andover,” two pencils, one 
with clip; five packages of chewing 
gum, a package of ten razor blades, 
a package of dental floss, four 
handkerchiefs, a Christmas card 
and a return card. 


The boxes weighed 3144 pounds 
when ‘full, and the material in them 
would sell for at least $4.50 at re- 
tail prices, The servicemen’s fund 
committee, however, was able to 
purchase the articles at a consider- 
ably lower cost, through the co- 
operation of every local drugstore. 
Every druggist in Andover not only 
assisted in obtaining the items at 
a much reduced cost, but in secur- 
ing goods which are ordinarily 
difficult to obtain nowadays, as 
gum and razor blades. 


Except for addressing the pac- 
kage labels and bringing the ma- 
terials to the cafeteria, all the 
different. operations connecting 
with mailing the 650 gifts were 
done in the space of two and a half 
hours, from 7:00 to 9:30. The work 
was done by 75 volunteers, who 
had appeared for the operation 
with almost a spontaneous enthu- 
siasm. 


The Assembly Line 


The packaging procedure had 
been well streamlined beforehand, 
and the job was done with a mini- 
mum of confusion and wasted 
effort. Four tables were set up side 
by side, and the material moved 
down them in assembly .line fa- 
shion. At one end, the boxes were 
opened, folded, and taped into 
shape, then passed down the line, 
where each article was put in se- 
parately by a line of workers, ac- 
cording to a definite plan, so that 
the items fitted snugly and com- 
pactly. At the end of the four lines, 
all working concurrently, the boxes 
were passed along to four other 
tables, where they were wrapped, 
taned and affixed with seals, From 
there they went to the postoffice 
tables, insured, cancelled, and put 
in the mail bags. 

On an average, there were five 
workers to each packing table, five 
more to each wrapping table, six 
helping in the mailing operations. 
In fact, the scale of the operation 
was so great that eight people were 
kept busy bringing in new supplies, 
and six more were solely occupied 
with folding handkerchiefs. 


Packages were sent out to every 
local man in service whose address 


was known, despite the fact that a 
large majority will ibe receiving 
their gift nearly two months before 
Christmas. In the first place, the 
committee had no guarantee that 
any serviceman would be at his 
present station at Christmas, and 
wished to send the gift while still 
certain that it would reach its ad- 
dressee; in the second, the mailing 
address of soldiers overseas is 
merely in care of the postmaster of 
a city in this country, and does not 
indicate that he is in England, Aus- 
tralia, at sea or in any other place 
where United States forces are 
engaged. 

Besides Christmas cards, suit- 
ably inscribed with greetings from 
the citizens of Andover, each pac- 
kage contained a card acknowledg- 
ing receipt, to be filled out by the 
servicemen and returned to the 
committee. The reason for this was 
not that the committee was seek- 
ing elaborate thanks from all 650 
servicemen, but that it will need 
the information for later adjust- 
ments on insurance and reimburse- 
ment for packages that were not 
delivered for any reason. 


Firemen’s Ball Next 


With the mailing of the Christ- 
mas gifts completed—except for 
the servicemen who are listed be- 
low—the committee is already 
looking forward to other activi- 
ties. The local firemen have ex- 
pressed themselves as willing to 
donate the entire proceeds of their 
annual ‘ball, on ‘Thanksgiving Eve, 
to the servicemen’s fund. In early 
December, the committee will hold 
a monster penny social in the Me- 
morial auditorium and gymnasium. 
Several other organizations have 
planned events for the benefit of 
the fund. A letter-writing commit- 
tee will shortly begin work on cor- 
responding with local boys who, for 
one reason or another, are com- 
pletely out of touch with the town. 


The committee also hopes to 
build up a reserve fund which will 
be more or less intact at the end of 
the war, and that fund—which may 
amount to as much as $15—or 
$20,000—will be divided among all 
the local men and women who saw 
service. 


Information, Please 


In order that every local person 
in uniform may receive these va- 
rious services for the duration of 
the war, his name, rank, home and 
mailing address, with any other 
pertinent data, should be in the 
hands of the committee, It jis be- 
lieved that the exhaustive compila- 
tions of several weeks on the part 
of the school department has _re- 
sulted in the tabulation of this in- 
formation for all Andover men ex- 
cept those listed below. Persons 
who have this data on the men 
listed are urged to get in touch 
with the school department with- 
in the mext few days, in order that 
the mailing of (Christmas gifts may 
be completed by next week, and 
the men may be on the mailing list 
for whatever future services the 
committee can perform for them.

We think you want a man 
o£ vigor, One Who would rather 
risk combatting a political macuine 
than to close his eyes on his Sworn 
uuty to the public, That kind of a 
man wouldnt have a bit ot trouble 
getting re-elected, because tortu- 
uactely the majority of our voters 
like a man who shows no fear in 
the performance of his duty. 

We want a man like Bob Bush- 
Sunday in 
Lawrence bob endorsed Mr. Cress, 
and said that he (Bob) as attorney- 
general would go into any county 
to clean up political corruption. 
And he would, too. But that doesn’t 
excuse Mr. Cregg one bit. We 
haven’t always had attorney-gen- 
erals like Bob Bushnell; Lawrence 
corruption went on tor quite. a 
time before Bob's administration, 
while the then attorney-general 
and Mr. Cregg looked the other 
way. When Bob Bushnell was a dis- 
trict attorney in Middlesex, he 
didn’t have to have the attorney- 
general come in to clean up his 
district. : 

Bob Bushnell expressed himself 
at the Lawrence rally as being op- 
posed strenuously to Mr. Harring- 
ton. The attorney-general was coun- 
sel for the House in the impeach- 
ment trial of Mr. Coakley for the 
so-called pardon rackets, Mr, Har- 
rington led the opposition to the 
impeachment, and naturally we 
asked him why. We also read the 
minority- report that he presented 
(strangely enough, the Cregg side 
gave us the minority report as an 
argument against Harrington, and 
the Harrington side gave Us the 
same report as an argument in his 
favor.) 

It was all logical, but to our 
mind, too much so. it seemed as if 
Mr. Harrington had gone out of 
his way to interpose technical ar- 
guments. He took the stand that 
something criminal had to be proved 
to warrant impeachment, while 
the attorney-general felt that “mis- 
conduct or maladministration” was 
sufficient. And even Mr. Harrington 
had to admit that Mr. Coakley’s 
actions in the pardon cases, parti- 
cularly the Patriarca case, showed 
an amazing lack of responsibi- 
lity to his public duty, the remedy 
for which he felt lay in the hands 
of the voter. Mr. Harrington may 
have been sincere in raising his ob- 
jections; there are those who feel 
he was; there are those who feel 
he wasn’t. 

Anyway there’s your choice, You 
have no other, There’s one thing 
certain, though. If Mr. Cregg is re- 
elected, he might. as well know 
that many a voter is altaching a 
mental reservation to his vote: 
“Pll vote for you, but you'd better 
begin to show some courage in 
prosecuting every mal-doer, politi- 
cal friend or not, or you might find 
your party casting about for a real, 
vigorous prosecutor to carry its 
standards four years hence.” And 


if Mr. Harrington is elected, he 


should realize that many a mental 
reservation went with his votes, 
too: “Youre in here because we 
were disgusted with the do-nothing 
political opportunism of Mr. Cregs; 
you're in here despite the fact that 
you were too active in the Coakley 
trial; show us you were sincere in 
that stand iby giving us a good vi- 
gorous honest non-political admi- 
nistration.” 


They Deserve It 


Don’s pass up the liquor license 
question this year. One of those 
thins we don’t like seeing, one of 
those things that make us wonder 
if some Americans forget fair play, 
iis the way in which an organiation 
like the Women’s Christian Tem- 
perance Union will suddenly be- 
come very active in their prohibi- 
tion campaign when millions of our 
men are away serving their Nation. 

There are some 600 of our An- 
dover boys away. If they were here, 
we know how they’d vote. It would 
be for license. And why? The most 
important reason is that they know 
how well license has been handled 
here in Andover. We have nothing 
to be ashamed of. Our local liquor 


dealers have done an admirable 
job. 
Yes, there are some drunks— 


but remember back in the days of 
that prohibition that was imposed 
on the Nation after our boys had 
gone away, some of them for good, 
last time?

It appears that certain  state- 
ments in your recent editorial, 
“Issue in Disguise,” are subject to 
question, and we submit the fol- 
lowing statement to help clarify

To quote your article, “others 
will think the prevention of birth 
after conception is morally wrong.” 
We feel that the main point of the 
bill is the prevention of pregnancy 
when it will endanger the health of 
the mother.

The bill does not encourage pro- 
miscuity, as stated in your article.

practice deeply distunbs physicians, 
vecause many women whose health 
most seriously demands jt cannot 
legally obtain proper contraceptive 
advice, The result is needless mi- 
sery, suffering, broken health, and 
even death for these women,—par- 
ticularly the underprivileged, 
“The Physicians Committee for 
the Defense of (Medical Rights was 
formed by members of the Massa- 
chusetts medical profession for the 
purpose of exempting physicians 
from the restrictions of the present 
law. Statements in support of the 
Committee’s aims have been signed 


by a majority of the members of 
the Massachusetts Medical So- 
ciety. But the medical profession 


cannot remedy the present legal in- 
terference without the support of 
the citizens of Massachusetts. 

“Every (Massachusetts voter will 
have an opportunity to change this 
old law at the state election Nov- 
ember 3. A referendum question 
has been placed on the ballot that 
asks in effect: ‘Shall physicians 
only be allowed to prescribe con- 
traceptive care to married persons 
only for the protection of life and 
health’? 

“It you feel that Massachusetts 
physicians should have the right 
to practice medicine in accordance 
with their best scientific knowledge 
and code of ethics—if you feel that 
Massachusetts mothers in need of 
help should have the ‘benefit of me- 
dical contraceptive care available 
to patients in other states—then 
you will vote “YES” on this refe- 
rendum and get others to vote 
“YES” also.”

To the Editor: 


May I call your attention to sey- 
eral errors in your editorial on the 
Mother’s Health Bill in last week’s 
issue? 

You seem to imply that contra- 
ception is equivalent to abortion on 
the ground that it prevents ‘birth 
after conception. It does not. It 
prevents conception. 

In the second place you assert 
that the proposed legislation con- 
tains “something vicious from the 
viewpoint of every one” because 
it allows the publication and sale 
of medical journals and treatises 
containing birth control informa- 
tion. You omit that all-important 
word “medical,” and imply that any 
scrivener could therefore dissemi- 
nate contraceptive information to 
unmarried boys and girls, thus 
leading to “promiscuous sex rela- 
tions” between them. This is not 
true, Under the act, drawn up by 
Attorney-General Bushnell, this in- 
formation can be handled only iby 
registered physicians for the bene- 
fit of married persons only, and 
even then only for the preserva- 
tion of life and health, All other use 
of the information is expressly 
prohibited by law. (Provision is 
merely made for the education of 


doctors through chartered medical | 


through the regular 
channels of medical treatises and 
journals. You could not frame a 
tighter regulation than that. 

You further assert that there is 
“absolutely no necessity from a 
public health standpoint” for this 
act. Physicians think there is and 
have repeatedly said so. They 
ought to know. In my own limited 
experience as a pastor in this town 
I have come into contact again and 
again with the necessity for it. I 
have buried the dead, I have tried 
to comfort sick, the impoverished 
and the weary.

This advance has been due to 
higher costs for materials, higher costs for transportation and 
higher costs for labor, so that now many items are selling be- 
low our cost of operation. The O.P.A. is going to adjust all 
these prices and has given us permission to reprice many items 
according to a mathematical formula they have issued. Just 
as soon as the new prices are computed, we shall mark our 
goods accordingly. Therefore, if you note a new ceiling price 
on our merchandise you will understand that the reason is be- 
cause we have been given permission to adjust the original 


ceiling price. 
Canned Goods 


All food distributors have stopped seiling large orders of 
canned goods. They have asked us to limit all sales to not more 
than three cans of any canned fruits or vegetables. 


Coffee 


Our quota of Coffee for the month of October has already 
been distributed to our customers. We cannot get any more 
coffee until November. Coffee will be rationed on November 
28. At that time the headache we have been having, trying to 
give everyone a fair amount of coffee, will stop. Thank good- 
ness for that! 


Meat Situation 


The meat situation is no better. In order to secure a daily 
supply of fresh meat of some kind we have to go to the whole- 
sale meat dealers every morning and bring the meat back with 
us. If we did not do this, we could not operate our meat de- 
partment. We may not be able to give you the particular cut 
of meat you want, but so far we have been able to give every- 
one a satisfactory cut.

would be available, since he had 
received a sudden call to attend a 
conference in Kansas City. He was 
able to rearrange his schedule to 
attend the Service club supper, 
however, and left for the midwest 
late Thursday night. 

The local American Legion post 
was represented at the dinner by 
17 members and their commander, 
Hdgar Northam, John A. Mulcahy, 
director of the sale of war bonds 
in Lawrence, was also a_ special 
guest. 

The meeting was held in the mi- 
litary police barracks in North 
Reading, a catered supper being 
served there shortly after the sol- 
diers had finished their evening 
meal, 

Speaking on the general topic of 
war economy and ipublic morale 
in the midst of the conflict, Mr. 
Doherty said that “this war has 
been and is still remote to many 
of us, despite the fact that we are 
almost surrounded by it.” Even 
the middle west, he declared, does 
not yet realize how serious this war 
is; until recently at least, that re- 
gion has not been troubled ‘by 
shortages of sugar and coffee, gas 
and rubber. 

In spite of this, the manpower 
and fiscal troubles of the govern- 
ment are to extend into every home 
before the war progresses much 
further. Inflation must be checked 
now, but that can only be done by 
strictly limiting the nature and 
quantity of purchases of consumer 
goods. Against this, he quoted 
figures showing that the govern- 
ment, next year, will spend a hun- 
dred ‘billion dollars against an in- 
come of only 26 billion, thus being 
forced to borrow 74 cents of every 
dollar spent.

We may wax indig- 
nant about Pearl Harbor, or the 
treatment of war prisoners, but we 
are apt to cool off very quickly is

He strongly advocated giving 


serious thought now to the prob- 
lems of reconstruction and rehabi- 
litation. A war that is lost on the 
home front and won in only a mi- 
litary sense will be “a hollow vic- 
tory,” as he termed it. Since our 
military operations and forces are 
so much larger in this conflict than 
in World War I, the breakdown of 
the armed forces after this war 
may be even more serious than it 
was then. 

“Tf we will always keep in mind 
that America is a better country 
than Germany or Japan, we will 
win,” he concluded. “Victory does 
not mean freedom for the people 
of those countries; to us, it is the 
main objective of our struggle. 
There is but one way to secure an 
early, ‘but still a lasting peace—to 
have every one pitch in and do his 
part.”

changed. If you and the majority of 
the General Court committee on 
public health do not know of this 
necessity, I can only say that I do 
not propose that my knowledge, 
however small, shall be offset by 
your ignorance, however great. 
Your statement that President 
Carl T. Compton and the other dis- 
tinguished sponsors of this refe- 
rendum “are in effect trying to put 
something over on the public” is 
perhaps sheer’ thoughtlessness. 
They are not capable of designs to 
promote “dangerous promiscuity.” 
They stand for medical rights and 
freedom which are enjoyed {by phy- 
Sicians in every state ‘but Massa- 
chusetts and Connecticut. I call 
your attention tothe great improve- 
ment in public health, family stabi- 
lity and happiness achieved after 
the passage of such an act in North 
Carolina and other states. No in- 
telligent, voter can study the prob- 
lem without coming to the conclu- 
sion that his vote on November 3 
on the first question should ‘be 
“ves.” He would not thereby com- 
pel any physician or any married 
person to violate his conscience, 
but he would free physicians and 
patients of a contrary view from 
the oppression of a sadistic law, a 
relict of a pessimistic age, an ana- 
chronism in modern medicine,

To the Editor: 


In answer to your editorial, 
published last week, on the birth 
control referendum, we wish to 
point out, first of all, a grave mis- 
understanding. You stated, “others 
will think that the prevention of 
birth after conception is morally 
wrong.” We call to your attention 
that birth control is the prevention 
of conception, not the prevention 
of birth after conception; it is not 
the prevention of a life already 
started. You have made it sound 
as if the proponents of birth con- 
trol favored abortion. That is not 
so. In cases where a mother’s life 
would be endangered by preg- 
nancy, we feel it is much better to 
prevent conception than to allow 
abortion for medical reasons, a 
thing which is now, oddly enough, 
legal under Massachusetts law. 

You say that promiscuity among 
young people today is bad, and 
would be increased if the referen- 
dum is passed. It is a well-known 
fact that “bootleg” contraceptives 
can easily be bought today, not 
only at drug stores, ‘but also at fill- 
ing stations and tourist camps. 
Surely, passing the referendum 
which allows doctors to prescribe 
for sick mothers will not increase 


immorality. 
Because this law is unequally 
enforced, mothers who are both 


sick and poor are the chief suffer- 
ers as regards obtaining reliable 
medical contraceptive care. To 
quote from the minority report of 
the ‘(Committee of Public Health. 
“The proposed measure will pro- 
mote social justice. Physicians will 
be able to treat and prescribe for 
poor people what others who can 
afford it now receive by going out- 
side of the state.’ Massachusetts 
and Connecticut are the only 2 
states in the 48 which have laws 
which forbid doctors to give this 
information, 

We should also like to point out 
that this present law is an invasion 
of the rights of private citizens. It 
imposes the will of a minority on 


the majority. The referendum does 
not order the use of contraceptives, 
it simply permits their use, under 
doctor’s supervision by married 
people who need and want them. 
Those who feel it is morally wrong 
are not forced to use contracep- 
tives or forced to disobey any of 
their religious views. 

The opponents of the referendum 
are active. There is a majority in 
this state who favor the referen- 
dum; the only way in which the 
majority can assert its will is to 
go to the polls on November 3 and 
vote “Yes” on the referendum.

direction. Why not wage a fight to 
correct this situation; if we want 
to make Massachusetts like 46 
other states in the matter of birth 
control, why not make it like 45 
others in the matter of medical 
school standards? 


Most of the hue and cry about 
this bill has been on the moral 
issue, one group believing firmly 
that the prevention of birth before 
conception (yes, it was obviously 
a mistake last week) is a violation 
of moral law even for married per- 
sons, and another group believing 
just as firmly that for married per- 
sons the use of contraceptives is 
not a violation of moral law. Un- 
fortunately, feeling has been so 
strong that very regretable intol- 
erance has crept in, from both 
sides; that is not the way it should 
be: if you feel that the bill as pre- 
sented does not involve any ten- 
dency toward greater promiscuity 
among unmarried couples and if 
you sincerely feel that there is no 
violation of moral law for married 
couples to exercise medical birth 
control, you should vote “Yes”; if 
you feel that there is a violation of 
moral law, vote ‘‘No.” But no mat- 
ter how you vote, please be Am- 
erican and respect the other fel- 
low’s right to think and vote as he 
pleases.

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Copley Painting Added 
To Addison Collection 


The Addison Gallery has recent- 
ly added to its collection an out- 
standing American picture by the 
outstanding American painter of 
the 18th century, John Singleton 
Copley (1788-1815). The picture will 
be shown for the first time in one 
of the exhibition galleries to cele- 
brate National Art Week, Novem- 
ber 1 to 7. 

The picture is a portrait of Mary 
BPlizabeth Martin, who is represent- 
ed as a child nine years old with 
her dog. She was the daughter of 
Josiah Martin, the last Colonial 
governor of North Carolina. The 
portrait was painted while Mary 
was visiting her grandfather at the 
famous old mansion, Rock Hall, 
built by the (Martins at Lawrence, 
Long Island. Copley is said to have 
gone to Rock Hall specially for the 
purpose and designed the picture to 
be set in the chimney piece over 
the mantel in the ‘back parlor. 
When the family of the recent own- 
ers purchased Rock Hall over a 
hundred years ago, the picture was 
removed from its architectural set- 
ting and “framed,” lest it be injur- 
ed by damp and mold. 

The picture comes to the Addison 
Gallery direct from Rock Hall 
where it has remained ever since it 
was painted in 1771. It is a fitting 
possession for this American mu- 
seum for two reasons. First, Copley 
has not been adequately represent- 
ed in the collection until now and 
this portrait, a superb example of 
his work, ‘brings distinction to the 
group of pictures already at Phil- 
lips Academy. Second, it empha- 
sizes the high value set on fine 
craftsmanship and beauty during 
trying Colonial days, a _ regard 
which has survived to the present 
time and which it is our privilege 
today to continue.

CIVILIAN DEFENSE NOTES

The state committee on public 
safety, in view of the fact that dur- 
ing an air raid a direct hit on a 
bus, trolley car or elevated train 
would undoubtedly cause heavy ca- 
sualties, urgently requests that all 
passengers on these vehicles be eva- 
cuated from them and permitted to 
seek a suitable shelter during an 
air raid. 

In order that this procedure shall 
be familiar to the public, this eva- 
cuation should take place during 
test blackouts and test air raid 
alarms. If, during a raid or a test, 
any of the vehicles noted above 
should be in a remote area where 
satisfactory shelter is not avail- 
able, the passengers should still be 
evacuated and advised to scatter. 

* * * 


Military personnel, not in forma- 
tion, but required to move during 
practice or real blackouts, must, 
upon being challenged, present pro- 
per identification and give their 
name, rank or grade. (Commission- 
ed officers have their identifica- 
tion cards, W.D. A.G:O Form 65-1. 
Enlisted personnel have identifica- 
tion tags and cards signed by their 
commanding officer. The identifi- 
cation card of enlisted personnel 
should also state authorization to 
move during a blackout.) 

Military personnel do not have 
to state their mission.
